“Therefore if thou bring thy gift to the altar, and there

This is perhaps the most dilf- 
ficult of ail to deal with—For- 
giveness. I believe this is keeping 
more pecple from having power 
with God than any other thing— 
they are not willing to cultivate 
the spirit of forgiveness. If we 
allow the root of bitterness to 
spring up in our hearts against 


some one, our prayer will not be 
answered. It may not be an easy 
thing to live in sweet fellowship 
with all those with whom we come 
in contact: but that is. what the 
grace of God is given to us for. 
The disciples’ prayer is a test

of sonship; if we can pray it all 
from the heart we have good rea- 
son to think that we have been 
born of God. No man can call God 
Father but by the Spirit. Though 
this prayer has been such a bless- 
ing to the world, I believe it has 
been a great snare; many stumble 
over it into perdition. They do not 
weigh its meaning, nor take its 
facts right into their hearts. 

I- have no sympathy with the 
idea of universal sonship—that all 
men are the sons of God. The 
Bible teaches very plainly that we 
are adopted into the family of 
God. If all were sons God would 
not need to adopt any. We are all 
God’s by creation; but when peo- 
ple teach that any man can Say, 
“Our Father which art in hea- 
ven,” whether he-is born of God 
or not, I think that is contrary to 
Scripture. “As many as are led by 
the Spirit of God, they are the 
sons of God.” Sonship in the fam- 
ily is the privilege of the believ- 
er. “In this the children of God 
are manifest, and the children of 
the devil,” says the Apostle. If we 
are doing the will of God, that is 
a very good sign that we are born 
of God. If we have no desire to do 
that will, how can we call God 


|“Our Father’’? 


Another thing. We cannot really 
pray for God’s kingdom to come 
until we are in it.

acter. Homes where the Bible is 
diligently taught to the children 
and where the Lord Jesus becomes 
their own Saviour and Lord, will 
have no child delinquency prob- 
lem. Sound habits, a social con- 
Science, and moral responsibility 
follow the light of the Word of 
God into the minds of children. 


Do you want your children edu- 
cated? The beloved Dr. William 
Lyon Phelps, I believe, said ‘that a 
knowledge of the Bible was worth 
more than a college education in 
value both for happiness and use- 
fulness. “The fear of the Lord is 
the beginning’ of wisdom” (Prov. 
9:10), and the Bible is the foun- 
dation of all true education, the 
best of all teaching on literature, 
ethics, philosophy, history, human- 
ity and religion. 

But it is imperative that your 
child know the Bible for the most 
important reason in the world, 
that he may be led to know Christ 
as his own Saviour. “That from a 
child thou hast known the holy 
scriptures, which are able to make 
thee wise unto salvation” (II Tim. 
3:15), wrote the apostle Paul, and 
he continued, ‘All scripture is giv- 
en by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for - re- 
proof, for correction, for instruc- 
tion in righteousness” (II Tim. 
3:16). God’s holy Word is given 
by divine inspiration and is there- 
fore most profitable for doctrine

“On the doctrine of the Inspiration of the 
Scriptures, the Evangelical Theological Col- 
lege holds that all of the sacred writings 
forming the Bible are God-breathed, and 
therefore proceeded from God as His Word 
in the absolute sense. In their original

Which Is the Right Church? 


(The following may be helpful in learn- 
ing the difference between a church and a 
denomination, and between church member- 
ship and salvation.) 


ANSWER: First of all, I note 
that you use the term “church” to 
represent a denomination. The Bi- 
ble never uses the word “church’’ 
to mean a denomination and so I 
cannot answer on that basis. The 
word “church” in the Bible usually 
means a local congregation of 
Christians such as ‘‘the church of 
God at Corinth,” ‘‘the church at 
Rome,” “‘the churches of Galatia.” 
At other times the word “church” 


‘refers to the whole body of Christ, 


all born-again Christians of all 
ages. 

For example, Hebrews 12:23 
speaks of “the general assembly 
and church of the firstborn, which 
are written in heaven.” That cer- 
tainly does not refer to any par- 
ticular denomination but to those 
whose names are written in Heav- 
en, who will go with Christ when 
He comes. 

You ask, “What was the name 
of your church 501 years after 
Christ?’ I did not have any church 
at 501 years after Christ, except 
that body of Christians of all ages 
who have trusted in the blood of 
Christ and have been made a part 
of His body. The Bible makes no 
issue of the names by which 
churches should call siiesceis

Socialism’s Spectacular 
Success in Britain 


[An editorial in the Chicago 
Tribune. | 


The British Medical association 
has drafted plans under which 97 
per cent of British physicians en- 
listed under the socialized health 
service to care for patients would 
refuse to perform for the govern- 
ment service until their pay is 
raised. Patients would have to 
foot the bills now paid by the gov- 
ernment. They could seek reim- 
bursement later from the govern- 
ment if the demands of the physi- 
cians were satisfied. 

The doctors contend that when 
they were inveigled into socialized 
medicine more than a decade ago, 
they were promised that the state 
would maintain the pre-war liv- 
ing scale of 1939. No pay increase 
has been forthcoming from the 
government since 1951, and the 
lag in compensation, compared 
with 1939 levels, now exceeds 25 
per cent. 

The impasse in Britain provides 
another commentary on the some- 
thing-for-nothing schemes of so- 
cialists. Charges for treatment and 
medicine assessed against patients 
and met under social security -al- 


lotments cover only 20 per cent 


of the costs of British socialized 
medicine. The remainder comes 
out of general tax revenue. Even 
so, to foster the illusion that 
Britons are getting something 
“free,” it is necessary for the gov- 
ernment to short-change the prac- 
titioners. 


This experience is especially il- 
luminating at a time when the 
New Deal welfare staters in 
Washington have plans on the fire 
to ease the nation by degrees into 
socialized medicine. The prelimi- 
nary step, embodied in the bill of- 
fered by Rep. Forand of Rhode 
Island, is to extend “free” medical 
and hospital care to those collect- 
ing social security benefits. 

As a method of further bal- 
looning federal spending, wiping 
out the independence of a valued 
professional group, extending de- 
pendency among the people, and 
promoting deficits and inflation, 
no better scheme could be devised. 
And the worst effect would. be 
one that is not reflected on the 
cost sheet. It would be in the de- 
terioration of professional stand- 
ards, competence, and interest in 
the patient.

Abram, 
hungry for a deeper knowledge of 
the true God, has opportunity to 
converse with many of them, and 
the aged Shem, Noah’s eldest son, 
is able to answer some of his many 
questions. Iche courtship of Abram 
and Sarai is followed soon by 


God’s call to Abram to leave his 
country and kindred, and to go to 
a land where the Lord would make 
of him a great nation. ‘The inci- 
dents are vivid and real. Lot comes 
into the picture, and the mysterious 
Melchizedek brings a fresh reve- 
lation of the Most High God. 
There is the long testing while 
Abram and Sarai wait for the 
promised son. Moving are the 
chapters on Abraham’s offering of 
Isaac on the altar of sacrifice—a 
prophetic picture ‘of Calvary. 
Many quotations appear through- 
out the story, without giving the 
Bible reference, but occasional 
footnotes are rich and revealing 
Scriptures, throwing a flood of 
further light on many of the scenes 
and persons. Ihe whole book pre- 
sents a rich Bible study, and a 
marvellous picture of what true 
fellowship with God can mean to 
a believing and trusting heart.

Mephibosheth Learns Salvation . . .

multiplied that God had deter- 
mined to cut off man from the 
face of the earth; we read in Gen- 
esis 6:8, “But Noah found grace 
in the eyes of the Lord.” 


It was God’s grace that provid- 
ed Noah a way Of escape, a way 
of life out of universal death 
which God had pronounced in this 
antediluvian day. 


In this chapter we recall that 
David, a short time before this, 
had come to the throne of United 
Israel. You remember that after 
Saul’s death, David for seven 
years had reigned in Hebron over 
the southern kingdom, then his 
reign was extended to the entire 
twelve tribes. 


For a little while after coming 
to the throne of Israel, David had 
his hands full conquering his ene- 
mies, the strong, war-like nations 
on every side. 


Then, after David had come to 
that period of comparative peace, 
when no enemy threatened the 
borders of his realm, he turned his 
attention to something: which had 
been in his mind for a long, long 
time: ‘And David said, Is there 
yet any that is left of the house 
of Saul?” 


Let us stop right there. “Is 
there yet any that is left of the 
house of Saul?” I imagine that 
when the courtiers and the ser- 
vants of David heard him speak 
those words they must have 
looked one to the other and said, 
“Ah, I was wondering when that 
would take place’; because, my 
friends, in those days—and it is 
so even to the present time— 
when a new royal dynasty ascend- 
ed the throne of most any king- 
dom, it was the natural, the ex- 
pected thing, for them to extermi- 
nate all of the remaining rem- 
nants of the former royal family. 
They did this so that there would 
not arise discord and lack of 
harmony in the realm later on; 
and if some of their acts as king 
should displease certain malcon- 
tents in the kingdom, that those 
remaining living members of the 
former royal family would not 
act as a focal point around which 
the malcontents of the kingdom 
would gather and thus raise in- 
surrection against the new king. 
And so it was the natural, normal, 
commonly-expected thing, the 
thing that was taken for granted 
from a human standpoint. Remem- 
ber also that in the preceding 
chapters, after the death of Saul, 
for a long time had been war be- 
tween the house of Saul and the 
house of David. They were natu- 
ral enemies. 


So David here was saying, ‘Is 
there yet any that remaineth of 
the house of Saul?’ David must 
have thought that if any remained 
alive, he had sought asylum in 
some neutral country where he 
would be safe from vengeance. 
But, my friends, to the surprise 
of everybody, David had no such 
ulterior motive when he asked the 
question of his courtiers and ser- 


‘vants, “Is there yet any that is 


left of the house of Saul, that I 
may shew kindness for Jonathan’s 
sake?” 

He said, ‘Is there anyone yet re- 
maining—not that I want to kill 
him, not that I want to extirpate 
the royal family of Saul, root and 
branch,—I want to show him 
kindness; I want to do that which 
is contrary to natural expecta- 
tions. I want to do him kindness 
for Jonathan’s sake.’ 

“And there was in the house of 
Saul a servant whose name was 
Ziba. And when they had called 
him unto David, the king said un- 
to him, Art thou Ziba? And he 
said, Thy servant is he. And the 
king said, Is there not yet any of 
the house of Saul, that I may 
shew the kindness of God [that 
kindness which is above that 
which is ordinarily expected from 
human beings| unto him? And 
Ziba said unto the king, Jonathan 
hath yet a son |Mephibosheth|, 
which is lame on his feet. And the 
king said unto him, Where is he? 
And Ziba said unto the king, Be- 
hold he is in the house of Machir, 
the son of Ammiel, in Lo-debar.” 


Picture of the Sinner 


Now I want you to notice that 
Mephibosheth who was the grand- 


son of Saul is a striking picture | 


of the sinner. In the first place, 


house of David. My friends, the 
natural man is not subject to the 
law of God, neither indeed can 
be. “The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately [in- 
curably | wicked,” and the natural 
man is not subject to the law 
of God. He is, by birth, an alien, 
a stranger, and a rebel against 
the divine Way; and so in that re- 
spect as in many others, we find 
that Mephibosheth was a picture 
of a sinner. 

Not only was he a natural ene- 
my by birth, but by practice his 
household had been an enemy to 
the household of David. Long war 
had ensued between the two fami- 
lies. 

And then we remember that 
Ziba, the servant, said ‘Yes, Jona- 
than has a son. He is in the house 
of Machir.’ That word Machir 
means sold. There, too, we find 
the position of the sinner. Sold, 
under bondage, and under slavery 
and thralldom of sin, not able to 
do his own will, he is a slave to 
sin. He is a slave to the. sinful 
habits in which he has become 
enmeshed. Therefore, he is sold 
down in the land of Lo-debar; and 
Lo-debar means the place of no 
pasture.. We find him living in a 
waterless desert, a bleak wilder- 
ness. My friends, that is exactly 
where every sinner is. spiritually. 
Oh, he thinks he is having a good 
time. He’ll make his round of 
the night spots, but always there

is a rude and sad awakening the 
next morning. Yes, the sinner is 
wandering about, far estranged 
from the presence of God, and he 
is there in the place of no pas- 
ture. “There is no peace, saith 
my God unto the wicked.” 

Not only so, but of necessity, 
naturally\Mephibosheth would be 
living there in that obscure, desert 
place hoping, praying that the 
king would not learn of his where- 
abouts because, under the natural 
expectation, the king would then 
put him to death. So he is living 
there in constant fear, with noth- 
ing to look forward to but death. 

My friends, do you know why 
many, many unsaved men do not 
darken the door of the house of 
God? Do you know why this Bi- 
ble, the Word of God, remains a 
closed book in most men’s homes? 
It is because that when they open 
the Word of God, they see their 
own spiritual condition as wander- 
ing in waterless places, in a bleak 
desert land with no prospect but 
certain and eternal death, lying 
out there ahead. Therefore, men 
don’t like to think about dying 
without God. Men don’t like to 
think about eternity, banished for- 
ever from the presence of God. 

Notice now that Mephibosheth, 
living there in fear, trembling lest 
his whereabouts and his identity 
shall be discovered by. King David, 
is lame on both his feet. 

If you turn back to the fourth 
chapter of this same -book, the 
fourth verse, you will find that 
years ago, when this young man 
was then but a little five-year-old 
boy, when news came of the de- 
feat of the armies of his father 
and grandfather, the people in 
Saul’s palace were in fear lest 
the invading enemy should come 
and capture them. The nurse who 
had charge of the little Prince 
Mephibosheth, in her rapid prepa- 
rations for an unexpected depar- 
ture, had hurriedly snatched up 
the little prince. In her hurry, and 
in her nervousness, and in her 
fear, she had dropped the little 
lad, and as a result of that fall, 
Mephibosheth ever thereafter was 
lame on both his feet. 


Crippled By the Fall 


So my friends, not only is 
Mephibosheth a natural enemy, an 
alien to the reigning king; not 
only is Mephibosheth a sinner liv- 
ing in waterless places in fear 
of his. life; not only is he sold 
under the bondage and slavery of 
sin, but Mephibosheth, in his piti- 
ful condition, had been crippled 
by the fall. He had been injured 
by the fall. That was the reason 
why he was lame on both feet. 

My friends, man is a sinner by 
nature because he has been crip- 
pled by the fall. Man has a pre- 
disposition to sin. David said, ‘In 
sin was I conceived and in iniquity 
was I brought forth.” In the verse 
just below we find that King 
David dispatches a messenger in- 
viting him to come to the royal 
palace, but in his condition, crip- 
pled, lame on both his feet, Mephib- 
osheth was absolutely unable of 
his own strength to make progress 
toward the king who had invited 
him. 

What a picture of the sinner! 
My friends, there is nothing in the 
world that you can do of your 
own natural self which will com- 
mend you to God. I care not how 
good your resolutions; I care not 
how careful and circumspect a 
life you may try to lead; but 
crippled by the fall, a sinner, an 
alien to the Commonwealth of 
Israel, a stranger to God’s grace, 
you have within yourself no op- 
portunity or power to make any 
progress in the direction of God. 
Therefore, your condition, like 
Mephibosheth’s, is hopeless unless 
some great outside Power inter- 
venes. 

Listen, that Power did _ inter- 
vene! That was the grace of King 
David in this instance. “Then king 
David sent” (verse 5). We can 
stop right there again. ‘““Then king 
David sent.” I imagine that when 
David learned of the whereabouts 
of his natural enemy, he immedi- 
ately dispatched a _ messenger. 
Wouldn’t you have liked to have 
been that messenger? He dis- 
patched a messenger down there 
to Lo-debar—that bleak, desert 
wilderness, the place of no pasture 
—and that messenger was the 
harbinger of good news. That mes- 
senger finally, after seeking out 


Mephibeahedh. said to him, “I’m 
the messenger of King David. I 
have good news for you.” Certain- 
ly the heart of Mephibosheth must 
have fluttered in fear when he 
discovered that his enemy had dis- 
covered his whereabouts and his 
identity. But the messenger of the 
king said, “Sir, I am the bearer of 
good news. You don’t have to die. 
I bring a message of forgiveness 
and of life from my king. The king 
has sent me to invite you to come 
to the royal palace there to live 
in his presence.” 


Ambassadors for Christ 


My friends, today .you and I 
have the privilege, the opportunity 
of being the messengers of good 
news from that King who is send- 
ing the message of hope and of life 
to lost sinners, estranged, far-off 
from Him, “Now then we are 
ambassadors for Christ, as though 
God did beseech you by us: we 
pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye 
reconciled to God.” For everyone 
of you who is not subject to our 
King, everyone of you who, up to 
this time, has rejected the amaz- 
ing grace of God as expressed 
through Jesus Christ, His Son, I 
have a message to you from our 
King. You don’t HAVE to die. 
You don’t HAVE to spend eternity 
banished forever from the pres- 
ence of God. I bear you an invita- 
tion from my King to come to the 
royal palace and to live with Him 
and to enjoy the bounties of His 
free, everlasting grace. 

King David sent the messenger, ; 
and the next word says, “and 
fetched him.” I imagine that when 
Mephibosheth heard the g 
news of the forgiveness that was 
granted him out of the lovings 
heart of David that his heart must 
have rejoiced. But when I think 
he must have shaken his head and 
said, ‘“‘No, I’m sorry. I appreciate 
the wonderful grace of the -king, 
but you ‘see I’m crippled: I’m 
lame, I have no way in the world 
of getting there to Jerusalem and 
to the royal palace. I’m crippled. 
I can’t make any progress toward 
the king much as I should like 
to.” 

But, my friends, hear me! When 
God’s invitation goes out, and 
when the Good News -of His sav- 
ing grace finds a lodging place and 
response in the heart of the sin- 
ner, with that invitation to come 
unto Him, God Himself provides 
the enabling power. 

Let me give you an Old Testa- 
ment illustration of that. You re- 
call way back in Egypt when Jo- 
seph had risen to the place of 
prime minister in the Egyptian 
Empire, his old father and the rest 
of the family still lived in the 
land of Canaan. A great drouth, a 
great famine arose in that land 
and Joseph had sent word to his 
old father Jacob in his declining 
years, “Father, come down here. 
This is a land of plenteous water 
and of abundant pasture; come 
down here and live with me in 
Egypt.” I imagine the old man, 
the old patriarch Jacob, must have 
said, “That is wonderful. I am 
proud of my boy that he has risen 
to such heights there in the 
world’s mightiest empire of this 
day; but son, I can’t*come to you. 
I am old, my footstep has grown 
faltering, my shoulders have _ be- 
come stooped from bearing the 
burdens of the years. Son, much 
as I'd like to, in my advanced age, 
I can’t make that long desert 
journey. I’d like to come and live 
with you in that land of plenty 
and peace, but I can’t.” 


Grace Fetched Jacob 

My friends, Joseph’s invitation 
to his old dad didn’t end there. 
Joseph had a wagon built and 
made ample provision for the 
needs of the old patriarch. Then 
he had the best animals, the 
beasts of burden, hitched to that 
wagon. Then he dispatched it up 
to Canaan and said to the old 
man, “Get on board.’ I don’t 
know and the Bible doesn’t tell 


all about that wagon, but I imag- 


ine it was a rather comfortable 
thing, don’t you? I imagine the 
old man, Jacob, must have been 
sitting there in a_ rocking-chair, 
pulled along without any effort 
of his own, Just sitting there in 
a rocking-chair, taking it easy. I 
think a flunky must have been 
holding an umbrella over his head 
to shelter Jacob from the burning 
rays of the sun. I think another 


servant had been provided by Jo- 
seph to fan the old man on the 
desert journey. Don’t you imag- 
ine? I don’t know about all that, 
but I do know that whatever Ja- 
cob needed to make the journey 
was provided by the grace, by the 
bounty of his son. 

My friends, that is a picture of 
God’s grace. I say whenever God's 
invitation goes forth to the sinner, 
finding a lodging place in a re- 
pentant, believing heart, God im- 
mediately furnishes enabling pow- 
er to bring the sinner unto Him- 
self: 

Let me give you a New Testa- 
ment illustration of that fact. You 
remember when our Lord was 
walking here among men, one day 
He came to a man whose arm 
was withered and who was unable 
therefore to move his hand and 
arm. The Lord Jesus, touched with 
the man’s infirmity and need, said 
to him, “Stretch forth thy hand.” 
Why, the poor fellow must have 
looked at Jesus and said, “Lord, 
don’t you krtow this hand is with- 
ered, this hand -is impotent? I 
can’t move it. I can’t exercise the 
muscles of this arm. They are 
atrophied, they are withered. I 
can’t move that hand.” No, he 
didn’t say that my friends. When 
Jesus said to that.man, a sinner, 
“Stretch forth thy hand’; when 
his will responded to the Word of 
the Son of God, immediately with 
that awakened and aroused re- 
sponsive will, God provided the 
enabling power. He = stretched 
forth his hand and was made ev- 
ery whit whole. 

So David sent and fetched this 
helpless man and brought him to 
Jerusalem, to the palace of the

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osheth came unto the presence 
of David, he fell on his face and 
did reverence. David said, ‘“Mephib- 
osheth,” and he answered, ‘Be- 
hold thy servant!”’ 

Can you imagine this erstwhile 
enemy falling on his face before 
David? Then David kindly ealls 
him by name and lifts him up. 
David said unto him, “Fear not; 
for I will surely show thee kind- 
ness for Jonathan thy father’s 
sake.” This is the second or third 
time that expression, “I'll show 
thee kindness for’ Jonathan’s 
sake,” occurs. What. does. that 
mean? That means that all the 
kindness and the grace and _the 
forgiveness that was. accorded 
Mephibosheth was done for the 
sake of another. 

My friends, that is the only 
hope that you and I have of get- 
ting forgiveness from the King of 
this universe. Don’t you remember 
that the Bible says, “God for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.” 
When you are forgiven, when you 
are received by the great, holy, 
compassionate God, it is not be- 
cause of your own merits. God’s 
forgiveness, His mercy, His favor 
is based upon the merits of Anoth- 
er. His name is Jesus. “God for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.” 

King David said, “I will surely 
Shew thee kindness for Jonathan 
thy father’s sake, and will restore 
thee all of the land of Saul thy 
father; and thou shalt eat bread 
at my table ... .” Wait a min- 
ute! Wouldn't it have been enough 
for him to grant life where death 
was the natural expectancy? 
Would it have been enough for 
him to show kindness? But here 
the king invites him to the pal- 
ace, then he invites him to sit 
down and have dinner with him. 
Wouldn’t that have been enough 
just to have been invited to sit 
down with the king in the pal- 
ace for one meal? But my friends, 
David didn’t stop there. 

Why, if the President of the 
United States should send you a 
personal invitation and say, “I 


want you to have dinner with me 
at the White House,” brother, I 
don’t care whether you are a 
Democrat ‘or a Republican, you} 
would somehow find time and 
money to get to Washington so 


that you could sit down and have 


dinner with the President of the: 
United States. Then you would 
bore everybody stiff talking about 
every detail of that meal for the 
rest of your life! Isn’t that right? 

Now that is but a poor illustra- 
tion. It would have been enough, 
I say, for King David to say, 
“Come and eat one meal with me 
in the palace.” But he didn’t do 
that. He said that Mephibosheth 
shall come and sit at the table 
with me and eat of the bountiest 
provisions of my grace, and that 
he “shall eat at my table continu- 
ally.” 

Wait a minute! David, you 
mean just as long as he pleases 
you, don’t you? You mean to al- 
low him to sit there at your ta- 
ble day by day, meal after meal, 
as long as his conduct is above 
reproach and he doesn’t displease 
you? “No,” David said, “my word 
has gone out. He will eat of my 
provisions and of my bounty at 
my table continually.” In other 
words, David said from here on 
out he'll eat at my table. 

My friends, I love to think that 
God not only has forgiven us, not 
only has issued us His pardon, 
not only has He brought us unto 
Himself, but He provides the 
bounties of the marvelous pro- 
visions of His grace, and we'll 
feast on the heavenly manna 
throughout the endless ages of 
eternity. This is not based upon 
our good behavior, not just when 
our conduct is always pleasing to 
the King, We are not on proba- 
tion. But He whose word cannot 
be broken has said, “I give unto 
them eternal life; and they shall 
never perish, neither shall any 
man pluck them out of my hand.” 

Not because of our own merits 
but because God has passed His 
Word which cannot be broken. 


How firm a foundation, ye saints of the 
Lord, 

Is laid for your faith in His excellent 
Word! 

What more can He say than to you He 
hath said, 

To you, who for refuge to Jesus hath fled? 


The soul that on Jesus hath leaned for 
repose, 

| will not, | will not desert to his foes. 

That soul though all Hell should endeavor 
to shake, 


Ill never, no never, no never forsake. 


“He will eat bread at my table 
forever’; then in verse eleven, the 
latter part, ‘As for Mephibosheth, 
said the king, he shall eat at my 
table, as one of the king’s sons.” 
He took his place with the natural 
sons of the king, seated there in 
the family of the king, around the 
bounteous board that the king 
had provided. 

“Behold, what manner of love 
the Father hath bestowed upon 
us, that we should be called the 
sons of God’; and if we are sons, 
then we are heirs of God and 
joint-heirs with Jesus Christ. We 
who were one time alienated, 
estranged from God, are made to 
sit down in the family, the royal 
family of the universe; made to 
sit down at the table that God 
has provided in the company of 
the King’s sons. 

What more could grace do? 
What more could love provide? 

Now, just one other thing. 
Somebody says, “That is wonder- 
ful.” Forgiven, a sinner forgiven, 
an enemy reconciled, a_ sinner 
brought into the household of 
God; given the provisions of God’s 
grace to eat at the royal table 
forever. But I hear somebody say- 
one other thing: “Isn’t it a pity 
that as we see Mephibosheth tak- 
ing his place there~around the 
royal board? Isn’t it a pity that 
he is cripple? Look at those legs 
of his, how dwarfed, how withered, 
how misshapen, how repulsive, 


I 


how ugly.” We turn away in dis- 
gust, It is nauseating when we see 
those poor misshapen withered 
limbs. It mars the whole picture. 

My friends, God’s grace even 
has an answer to that. You and 
I, though our lives may have been 
grievously marred by sin, yet the 
abounding gface of God is able 
to cover all that. And when 
Mephibosheth is brought to the 
roya] board and he sits up close 
to the table amongst the king’s 
sons, listen, that white tablecloth 
immediately and completely cov- 
ered those wasted, withered limbs 
and there is not one sign of his 
former scars, not one sign of his 
fall, not one vestige of his im- 
perfection. He sits there as if he 
were a perfect man covered by 
the white linen of the table cloth. 
“And the white linen is the right- 
eousness of the saints.” 

Therefore, my fellow-Christians, 
fellow-heirs of the grace of God, 
when our coming King and our 
heavenly Bridegroom calls us to 
the Marriage Supper of the Lamb, 
He shall present us unto Himself 
‘not having spot, or wrinkle, or 
any such thing.”

‘God Commands His Word Be 
Taught in the Home 

The home is the best place in 
the world to teach the Bible. That 
is where God puts the responsibil- 
ity. Deuteronomy 6:6-7 says,.“‘And 
these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine 
heart: And thou shalt teach them 
diligently unto thy children, and 
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in thine house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, and when 
thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up.” That is a clear picture 
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through all the fabric of home life, 
as could not be adequately done 
anywhere else but in the home. 

“And thou shalt bind them for 
a sign upon thine hand, and they 
shall be as frontlets between thine 
eyes. And thou shalt write them 
upon the posts of thy house, and 
on thy gates” (Deut. 6:8-9), says 
the Word of God. This pictures 
Scripture texts’ always on the 
heart and on the tongue of father 
and mother, Scripture mottoes on 
the wall and on the gate, Scrip- 
tures always before the eyes and 
consciousness of the children. 

A similar passage is Deuter- 
onomy 11:18-20, after which verse 
21 says, “That your days may be 
multiplied, and the days of your

sians 6:4 says, ‘And, ye fathers, 
provoke not your children’ to 
wrath: but bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition of the 
Lord.” “Nurture” is translated 
from a word usually translated 
“chastening,” but “the admonition 
of the Lord’ must mean_ the 
teachings and commands of the 
Bible. Fathers are to bring up

the Word of God. 

It must be observed that God 
addresses “ye fathers” about the 
Bible teachings in the home. Fa- 


thers and husbands are first ac- 


countable for the Christian life in 
the home, and so are responsible 
for seeing that the children are 
taught the Word of God. In I 
Corinthians 14:35 women are com- 
manded to be in silence at church, 
as far as speaking in public before 
mixed crowds is concerned; and “if 
they will learn anything, let them 
ask their husbands at home.” You 
see, husbands are to know the Bi- 
ble, are to be at the head of the 
Bible teaching in the home, au- 
thorities to whom their wives may 


will do all the Bible teaching to 
the children, nor even most of it, 
necessarily. Mothers are usually

Outside Agencies Can Never 
Do Adequate Bible Teaching 


The -Bible teaching which par- 
ents are commanded to give their 
children simply cannot be ade- 
quately done outside the home. 


1. The Sunday School does not 
have time enough. 
The Sunday School, at best, ina 


such limited time. But notice, I 
said the Sunday School at best 


ords, preliminaries, etc. But the 
average Sunday School does far 
less than the best in Bible teach- 
ing, for a number of reasons: (a) 
The lesson is usually taught from 
a quarterly which may or may 
not actually expound the Scripture 
and make it plain. (b) Much of 
Sunday School literature is worse 
than useless, actually 
that the Bible is not inspired of 


teaching. 


God, is not reliable in history or 
science and that its teachings 
about Hell, atonement, regenera- 
tion and judgment are not true. 
(c) Often Sunday School teachers 
are worldly or even uncoverted, 
and so are woefully unfit to under- 
stand or teach the child about 
God, Spiritual truths are _ spirit- 
ually discerned, and one who is 
not taught by the Holy Spirit of 
God cannot understand and can- 
not successfully or even safely 
teach others to understand Bible 
truth. (d) Most Sunday School 
teachers are only volunteer teach- 
ers, not trained to teach, and not 
real students of the Bible. With 
the best of intentions, converted 
and sincere teachers often waste 
much of the Sunday School hour. 
Planning parties, making nature 
study notebooks, drawing pictures, 
and reading aloud from the quar- 
terly often takes up the lesson 
period. 

I think it surely must be ob- 
vious to the thoughtful reader 
that Sunday Schools, while cer- 
tainly good when teachers are 
true to the Bible, are utter- 
ly unable to teach as much 
of the Bible as God says needs to 
be taught to children. And through 
many years of experience I learn- 
ed that most people who have at- 
tended Sunday School. regularly 
for years have never even read 
the Bible ‘through once, do not 
understand the great doctrines of 
the Bible, and cannot quote from 
memory correctly a single chapter 
of the Bible (usually excepting 
the Twenty-Third Psalm) nor even 
twenty-five precious promises of 
the Bible! 

2. Other church activities are 
also madequate in Bible teaching 
to children. 

The preaching services of a 


-church ought to be, and often are 


in Bible believing churches, really 
profitable in. Bible teaching. But 
often younger children do not at- 
tend the preaching services, the 
sermons are usually not planned to 
hold the attention of children and 
in many cases have little Bible 
content. Only at its best is preach- 
ing exposition of Scripture, practi- 
cal, spiritual and easily under- 
stood. The “lecture” method even 
then, is not enough for children. 

The daily vacation Bible schools, 
when in the hands of well train- 
ed, spiritually ‘capable workers, 
majoring on actually teaching the 
Bible, as they often do in funda- 


board technique, gospel choruses, 
and teaching both smaller classes 
and mass groups, have given a 
child more interest in and know- 


learn the choicest Bible stories, 
and learn the plan of salvation 
clearly enough to trust Christ for 
salvation himself and show others 
how to be saved. 


But the daily vacation Bible 
school is an intensive course that 
can last only a few days in the 
year, and its lessons may not be 
ingrained into character as daily, 
year-round teaching will be. It is 
good but not enough. 


3. The public school cannot ade- 
quately teach the Bible. 

It would be good for the Word 
of God to be read in public schools 
daily. But how many teachers are 
adequately prepared, either in 
knowledge or spirit, to teach the 


would not consent to have mod- 
ernistic infidels or atheists teach- 


given for credit in some schools 
or in nearby churches in compat- 
ible groups by well trained in- 
structors, is not adequate. Usually 
the teaching is so watered down 
to offend no denomination or 
shade of opinion that it is poorer 
than the average of Sunday School 
teaching. Dallas, Texas, has a 
good textbook on the outline of 
Bible history and narrative with 


little offensive doctrine taught by 
approved teachers in churches. 
Chattanooga, ‘Tennessee, largely 
Protestant and Bible believing, 
has the best Bible teaching in 
schools I have ever seen, inaugu- 
rated under the supervision of a 
Christian gentleman who is head- 
master of a fine military academy 
with well trained, orthodox vol- 
unteer teachers. But even at best, 
no Bible teaching can take the 
place of that which should be 
done at home. There is _ not 
enough of it, it is not doctrinal 
enough nor definite enough nor 
practical enough. At worst, “Bible 
teaching,” so-called, in public 
schools or even in universities, is 
damning with infidelity, is cursed 
with unbelief, is poisoned with anti- 
Christian sentiment of wicked 
teachers. 


4. Teaching outside the home 
cannot meet the home problems, 


the moral and spiritual problems. 


of the child, adequately, 

One of my little daughters was 
afraid of the thunder and lightning 
at night. Awakened by the storm, 
trembling and Weeping, she groped 
to her mother’s and father’s bed. 
That was the time to teach her 
the verse of Scripture, “What time 
I am afraid, I will trust in Thee” 
(Psa. 56:3), and “The angel of the 
Lord encampeth round about them 
that fear him, and_  delivereth 
them” (Psa. 34:7). Taught that 
God was everywhere watching, 
loving and keeping His own, and 
fortified by the Word of God 
straight, from His Book, she was 
never much frightenéd by storms 
afterward. That was Bible teach- 
ing fitted to the daily need, im- 
possible to be done so aptly at any 
other place or time as at home at 
the time needed. 

As a small boy of five, dressed 
up for church, I told my mother 
a hie. With tears and trembling 
lips, my mother dropped on her 
knees beside me and told me how 
God hates a lie, told me about the 
commandment, ‘Thou shalt not 
bear false witness” (Exod. 20:16), 
and that Satan “is a liar, and the 
father of it’? (John 8:44). I was so 
convicted that I felt myself a guilty 
sinner in the sight of God. I be- 
lieve I became accountable to God 
as a conscious sinner that day. I 
have hated a lie ever since then 
as something horrible. :

How the Home Bible Teaching

I have elsewhere suggested that 


at the family worship period daily, 
at least one chapter of the Bible 
(unless of unusual length and dif- 
ficulty) be read. I suggested that 
the reading be consecutive, chap- 
ter by chapter, through one book 
of the Bible, then through an- 
other, and then all, or nearly all, 
of the Bible be read so through 
the years. The actual reading of 
the Scriptures themselves with 
all the family looking on and tak- 
ing part, to insure careful atten- 
tion, will result in a -wonderful 
store of Scripture knowledge and 
an -understanding of _ spiritual 
truths. 

To make this worship period 
more effective in teaching the 
Bible to all, the father (or mother 
when necessary) should do the 
following: 

(a) Prepare ahead of time by 
looking over the Scriptures to be 
used, giving thought to doubtful 
questions and looking up the nec- 
essary answers if he or she does 
not know. 

(b) Call special attention to 
especially helpful verses, explain- 
ing some of them. Do not go into 
boresome detail, but arouse in- 
terest and satisfy it with honest 
explanations as far as possible. 

(c) Suggest some verses to 
memorize. Interrupt the reading, 
or omit occasionally, to drill on 
verses memorized. 

(d) Stop and apply the Scrip- 
tures occasionally to daily life, to 
gently rebuke a failure, to warn of 
a temptation. : 

(e) Stop and pray over failures 
and faults which are brought to 
mind by the Scriptures read. 


The daily reading with such 
prayerful attention will prove very 
helpful in Jearning the Word of 
God and in applying the spirit of 
its teachings to the heart and 
daily life. 

2. Bible teaching by story telling 
is easy. 

“Daddy, tell me a story,” has 
been the plea of all my six daugh- 
ters, often repeated before they 
could talk plainly. Children love 
stories. They love Bible stories 
best of all because they are “truly,

pray for the coming of God's king- 
dom while we are rebelling against 
Him, we are only seeking for our 
own condemnation. No unrenewed 
man really wants God's will to be 
done on the earth, You might 
write over the door of every un- 
saved man’s house and over his 
place of business, “God's will is 
not done here.” 

' If the nations were really to put 
up this prayer, all their armies 
could be discharged. But men do 
not want God’s will done on earth 
as it is in Heaven; that is the 
trouble. 


Many Prayers Unanswered 
Because of Unforgiveness 


Now let us come to the-part I 
want to dwell upon: “Forgive us 
our trespasses, aS we forgive them 
that trespass against us.” This is 
the only part of the prayer that 
Christ explained. 

“For if ye forgive men their 
trespasses, your heavenly Father 
will also forgive you; but if ye 
forgive not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father forgive 
your trespasses.” 


Notice that when you go into 
the door of God’s kindom, you go 
in through the door of forgive- 
ness. I never knew of a man get- 
ting a blessing in his own soul, if 
he was not willing to forgive 
others. If we are unwilling to for- 
give others, God cannot forgive 
us. I do not know how language 
could be more plain than it is in 
these words of our Lord. I firmly 
believe a great many prayers are 
not answered because we are not 
willing to forgive some one. 


Let your mind go back over the 
past, and through the circle of 
your acquaintance; are there any 
against whom you are cherishing 
hard feelings? Is there any root of 
bitterness springing up against 
some one who has perhaps injured 
you? It may be that for months 
or years you have been nursing 
this unforgiving spirit; how can 
you ask God to forgive you? If I 
am not willing to forgive those 
who may have committed Some 
Single offense against me, what a 
mean, contemptible thing it would 
be for me to ask God to forgive 
the ten thousand sins of which I 
have been guilty! 

But Christ goes still further. He 
Says: “If thou bring thy gift to 
the altar, and there rememberest 
that thy brother hath aught 
against thee; leave there thy gift 
before the altar, and go thy way; 
first be reconciled to thy brother, 
and then.come and offer thy gift.” 
It may be that you are saying: “I 
do not know that I have anything 
against any one.” Has any one 
anything against you? Is there 
some one who thinks you have 
done them wrong? Perhaps you 
have not; but it may be they 
think you have. I will tell you 
what I would do before I go to 
Sleep tonight; I would go and see 
them, and have the question set- 
tled. You will find that you will 
ce greatly blessed in the very 
act. 

Supposing you are in the right 
and they are in the wrong; you 
may win your brother or sister. 
May God root out of all our hearts 
this unforgiving spirit. 

A gentleman came to me some 
time ago, and wanted me to talk 
to his wife about her soul. That 


iS no use my going on to pray, 
for your prayers will not go high- 
er than my head. God says He will 
not forgive you unless you forgive 
others. If you do not forgive this 
woman, God will never forgive 


you. That is the decree of Heav- 
en,” 


She said, “Do you mean to say 
that I cannot be forgiven until 
I have forgiven her?” 


“No, I do not say it; the Lord 
Says it, and that is far better 
authority.” 


Said she, “Then I will never be 
forgiven.” 


I left the house without having 
made any impression on her. A 
few years after, I heard that this 
woman was in an asylum for the 
insane. I believe this spirit of un- 
forgiveness drove her mad. 


Forgiveness Brings Joy 

If there is some one who has 
aught against you, go at once, and 
be reconciled. If you have aught 
against any one, write him a let- 
ter, telling him that you forgive 
him, and so have this thing off 
your conscience. 


I remember being in the in- 
quiry room some years ago; I was 
in one corner of the room, talking 
to a young lady. There seemed to 
be something in the way, but I 
could not find out what it was. 
At last I said, “Is there not some 
One you do not forgive?” 


She looked up at me and said, 
“What made you ask that? Has‘ 
anyone told you about me?” “No,” 
I said, “but I thought perhaps that 
might be the case, as you have not 
received forgiveness yourself.” 


“Well,” she said, pointing to an- 
other corner of the room, where 
there was a young lady sitting, 
“I have had trouble with that 
young lady; we have not spoken 
to each other for a long time.” 

“Oh,” I said, “it is all plain to 
me now; you cannot be forgiven 
until you are willing to~forgive 
her.” 

It was a great struggle. But 
then you know, the greater the 
cross the greater the _ blessing. 
It is human to err, but it is Christ- 
like to forgive and be forgiven. At 
last this young lady said, “I will 
go and forgive her.” Strange to 
say, the same conflict was going 
on in the mind of the lady in the 
other part of the room. They both 
came to their right mind about 


the same time. They met each 


other in the middle of the floor. 
The one tried to say that she for- 
gave the other, but they could not 
finish; so they rushed into each 
other’s arms. Then the four of 
us—the two seekers and the two 
workers—got down on our knees 
together, and we had a grand 
meeting. These two went away 
rejoicing. 

Dear friend, is this the reason 
why your prayers are not an- 
swered? Is there some friend, some 
member of your family, some one 
in the church, you have not for- 
given? We sometimes hear of 
members of the same church who 
have not spoken to each other 
for years. How can we expect 
God to forgive when this is the 
case? 

I remember one town that Mr. 
Sankey and I visited. For a week 


‘it seemed as if we were beating 


the air; there was no power in 
the meetings. At last I said one 


one Sabbath holding a communion 
service in a district where the con- 
verts had not long since been 
savages. As the missionary was 
conducting the service, ‘he observ- 
ed one of the men, just as he was 
about to kneel at the rail, sudden- 
ly start to his feet and hastily go 
to the opposite end of the church. 
By and by he returned and calmly 
took his place. After service the 
clergyman took him on one side, 
and asked the reason for his 
strange behavior 


He replied: “As I was about to 
kneel I recognized in the man 
next to me the chief of a neigh- 
boring tribe, who had murdered 
my father, and drunk his blood; 
and I had sworn by all the gods 
that I would slay that man at the 
first opportunity. The impulse to 
have my revenge, at the first al- 
most overpowered me, and I rush- 
ed away, as you saw me, to escape 
the power of it. As I stood at the 
other end of the room and consid- 
ered the object of our meeting, I 
thought of Him who prayed for 
His own murderers: ‘Father, for- 
give them, for they know not what 
they do.’ And I felt that I could 
forgive the mugdéfer of my fa- 
ther, and came and knelt down. at 
his side.” 


Only Heart—Forgiveness 
Counts 

As one has said, “There is an 
ugly. kind of forgiveness in the 
world—a kind of hedgehog for- 
giveness, shot out like quills. Men 
take one who has offended, and set 
1 down before the blow-pipe of

their indignation and scorch him, 
and burn his fault into’ him; and 
when they have kneaded him suf- 
ficiently with their fists, then they 
forgive him.” 


The father of Frederick the 
Great, on his deathbed was warn- 
ed by M. Roloff, his spiritual ad- 
viser, that he was bound to for- 
give his enemies. He was quite 
troubled, and after a moment’s 
pause said to the Queen, “You, 
Feekin, may write to your brother 
(the King of England) after I am 
dead, and tell him that I forgave 
him, and died at peace with him.” 


“Tt would be better,” M. Roloff 
mildly suggested, that your ma- 
jesty should write at once.” 


“No,” was the. stern reply. 
“Write after I am dead. That 
will be safer.” 

Another story tells of a man 
who, supposing he was about to 
die, expressed his forgiveness to 
one who had injured him, but add- 
ed, ‘‘Now you mind, if I get well, 
the old grudge holds good.” 

My friends, that is not forgive- 
ness at all. I believe true forgive- 
ness includes forgetting the of- 
fense—putting it entirely away out 
of our hearts and memories. 

As Matthew Henry says, “We 
do not forgive our offending broth- 


giveness—the sweet truth that sin 
is blotted out for time and eter- 
nity, and shall never once be men- 
tioned against us. In another 
Scripture we read, “Their sins and 
iniquities will I remember no 
more.” Then when you turn to the 
eleventh chapter of the Hebrews, 
and read God’s roll of honor, you 
find: that not one of the sins of 
any of those men of faith is men- 
tioned. Abraham is spoken of as 
the man of faith; but it is not told 
how he denied his wife down in 
“Egypt; all that had been forgiven. 
Moses was kept out of the Prom- 
ised Land because he lost pa- 
tience; but this is not mentioned 
in the New Testament, through his 
name appears in the apostle’s roll 
of honor, Samson, too, is named, 
but his sins are not brought up 
again. Why, we even read of 
“righteous Lot”; he did not look 
much like a righteous man in the 
Old Testament story, but he has 
been forgiven, and God has made 
him “righteous.” If we are once 
forgiven by God, our sins will be 
remembered against us no more. 
This is God’s eternal decree. 


Brooks says of God’s pardon 
granted to His people, “When God 
pardons sin, He takes it sheer 
away; that if it should be sought 
for, yet it could not be found; as 
the prophet’ Jeremiah speaks, ‘In 
those days, and in that time, saith 
the Lord, the iniquity of Israel 
shall be sought for, and there shall 
be none; and the sins of Judah, 
and they shall not be found; for I 
will pardon them whom I reserve.’ 
As David, when he saw in Mephib- 
osheth the features of his friend 
Jonathan, took no notice of his 
lameness, or any other defect or 
deformity; so God, beholding in 
His people the glorious image of 
His Son, winks at all their faults 
and deformities, which made 
Luther say,:‘Do with me what thou 
wilt, since Thou hast pardoned my 
sin.’ And what is it to pardon sin, 
but not to mention sin?” 


We read in the Gospel of Mat- 
thew, “Moreover, if thy brother 
shall trespass against thee, go and 
tell him his fault between thee and 
him alone; if he shall hear thee, 
thou hast gained thy brother.” 
Then a little further-on we read 
that Peter comes to Christ and 
says: “How oft shall my brother 
Sin against me, and I forgive him? 
Till seven times?” Jesus replied, 
“T say not unto thee, until seven 
times; but until seventy times 
seven.” 


Peter did not seem to think that 
he was in danger of falling into 
sin; his question was, How often 
should I forgive my brother? But 
very soon we hear that Peter has 
fallen. I can imagine that when 
he did fall, the sweet thought 
came to him of what the Master 
had said about forgiving until 
seventy times seven. The voice of 
sin may be loud, but the voice of 
forgiveness is louder. 


Let us enter into David’s experi- 


ence, when he said, “Blessed is he 
whose transgression is forgiven, 
whose sin is covered. -Blessed is 


the man unto whom the Lord im- 
puteth not iniquity, and in whose 
spirit there is no guile. When I 
kept silence, my bones waxed old 
through my roaring all the day 
long. For day and night thy hand 
was heavy upon me; my moisture 
is turned into the drought of sum- 
mer. I acknowledged my sin unto

the cases of more than twenty- 
five thousand children in trouble 
with the law. The judge, Jacob 
Braude, believes that seventy-five 
per cent of the present total of 
young people in serious difficul- 
ties could be eliminated if par- 
ents and officers recognized the 
causes of delinquency and did 
something about them. 

The following fifteen factors 
were listed by Judge Braude as 
causing delinquency today and he 
stated that he could remember no 
incidence of a boy or girl in trou- 
ble with the law when one or 
more of the factors were not di- 
rectly responsible. His list was: 

(1) Destructive Toys and 
Games (toy guns, etc.) 

(2) Working Mothers 

(3) Moonlighting (father with 
full-time day job and part-time 
night job) 

(4) Gambling 

(5) Automobiles (‘fa boy or girl 
under 21 has no business owning 
a car, period.”’) 

(6) Improper Literature 

(7) Drugs and Narcotics 

(8) Movies, Radio, and Tele- 
vision (“Much of the inspiration 
of the juvenile crimes of today 
comes from motion pictures and 
television, where the gunmen, the 
outlaw, the illicit lover, the gang- 
is often glorified and—at 
the very least—is made out as a 
perfectly normal and necessary 
part of our civilization.’’) 

(9) Alcohol 

(10) Unsupervised Group Life 

(11) Idleness and Unemploy- 
ment 

(12) Lack of Religious Train- 
ing (“Going to church once a 
week doesn’t constitute religious 
training.’’) 

(13) Lack of Discipline in the 
Home 

(14) Lack of Discipline in the 
Schools 

(15) Lack of Love and Affec- 
tion in the Home (‘From 80 to 
85 per cent of the young people 
who were tried in my court come 
from broken Homes! Who knows 
what leavening and constructive 
effect a little love might have 
exerted on these youngsters?’’) 

The above should certainly be 
taken into consideration by the 
parents who are seeking to raise 
their children according to the 
promise of Proverbs 22:6, “Train 
up a Child in the way he should 
go: and when he is old, he will 
not depart from it.” 


Should Our Teachers Whip 
Our Kids? 


Last January a Brooklyn Grand 
Jury called for passage of legis- 
lation authorizing teachers in 
New York State to use ‘“reason- 
able force” in maintaining control 
in the classrooms. They charged 
that there was a “direct connec- 
tion between the namby-pamby 
attitude of the educational heir- 
archy and the collapse of disci- 
pline in our schools.” Lamenting 
that the teachers were forbidden 
to use corporal punishment on un- 
ruly pupils and could be fired if 
they did so, the twenty-six mem- 
ber Grand Jury. said: “Our class- 
rooms with their atmosphere of 
permissiveness are turning out far 
too many delinquents. It can be 
expected that matters will get 
worse until teachers are again 
placed in command of the situa- 
tion in the classroom.’ King’s 
County Judge Samuel F. Leibo- 
witz, in whose court the present- 
ment was handed up, said he was 
in “hearty accord” with the re- 
port. 


In March the New York State 
Assembly approved a bill, by vote 
of 100 to 43, which would pre- 
vent school boards from ‘adopting 
any policy that would bar teach- 
ers from using ‘reasonable force’ 
to discipline unruly pupils.”
